The Valpo Vikings finished a very successful 
season compiling a 20 — 5 record, the best record 
since 1952. Some of the highlights of this past 
season have been: finishing second in the W.N.l.H. 
S.C. , setting a new school record of 87 points 
against Whiting, surpassing the total individual 
points in a season by Scott Ward and Dale Gott 
setting a new V.H.S. scoring record in the W.N.I.
